DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1,3-15,17-20 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Prior art generally teaches light emitting devices including vertical-cavity surface 
emitting lasers (VCSELs) monolithically integrated with protective diodes. Prior art fails 
to teach or suggest the limitations of independent claims 1 , 17, 1 9, or 20 wherein the 
vertically stacked diodes are monolithically integrated in a protective diode section such 
that a first diode has a larger area than a light emitting section by a factor of 100 or 
more in the manner as claimed, or such that a first protective diode is short circuited in 
the manner as claimed.
